The Chauvin Agriculaural So¬ 
ciety at their meeting last Satur 
day afternoon decided to conduct 
a noxious weeds competition 
open to all schools in te district. 
It is the intention'of the directors 
to have each school collect, press 
and name as complete a selection 
of weeds as is possible. Fill de 
tails will be announced at a later 
date. 


From March 15th the Alberta 
Wheat Pool will pay ten cents 
more per bushel for street wheat. 
This will also be paid for carlot 
storage wheat. 

An adjustment of ten cents is 
to be made in the near future on 
all wheat already sold through 
the wheat pool. 


A drive for the Alberta Wheat 
Pool is being staged throughout 
the provinces for the Alberta 
Wheat Pool between March 7th 
and 31st. 

A meeting will be held in this 
connection at Chauvin Wednes¬ 
day 19th in Roy’s Hall. Con¬ 
tracts will be available and may 
be signed at this meeting. 

Amongst other busi n ess it is 
proposed to complete the local 
organization of the local shippers 
through the pool. 

By signing a contract now, the 
Grower may, if he wishes- mar¬ 
ket the remander of, his 1923 
crop through the Pool and will 
receive the same price at the end 
of the season as all other Pool 
members, for a, like quality and 
grade of wheat. In this case the 
grower should date his contract 
as at the date on which he signs 
it. It will then become imme¬ 
diately effective. 

If o n the other hand a grower 
is still holding a portion of his 
1923 crop which he does not want 
to put into the "Pool he may sign 
a eontraht w.j-il pl.iite it Aguust 1st 
1924. It will hot become effec¬ 
tive until that d-a-te. No contract 
should be dated later than Aug¬ 
ust first 1924. ’ ’ 

“A Reinstatement form and a 
personal letter lias been sent to 
each farmer who signed a con¬ 
tract last fall and withdrew 
during the time allowed for that 
purpose) suggesting that he sign 
this form which will, when re¬ 
turned to Head Office, place him 
in full membership again. The 
original contracts signed by these 
men were not sent out of the of¬ 
fice but were placed on a “with¬ 
drawal file” from whence upo n 
request by each grower will be 
again placed on our “Active” 
files without further in-convience 
to te grower. ’ ’ 

“A further payment amount¬ 
ing, in the aggregate, to over 
$2,500,000 is being sent out to 
farmers who have marketed 
wheat through the Pool. It is 
exxpected that the final payment 
will he made before harvest.” 

“On the evening of March 7th 
the membership of, the Pool was 
25,754. Statistics on the acreage 
under contract were not com¬ 
pleted at that time.”

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questing a grant to the Society 
for the current year (Messrs Pit¬ 
man, Foreman and! 'Folkins). 

Mr. Pitman qu'otedj from the 
Society’s financial statement!— 
and in connection with the grant 
stated that the Society was pre¬ 
pared to give its unqualified ass¬ 
istance along the lines of educa¬ 
tion amongst its members in the 
destruction of noxious weeds. He 
asked that the Council grant the 
sum of $200.00, and advanced the 
opinion that the Society by its 
efforts to improve the live stock 
etc., was an asset to the district. 
Dr. Folkins stressed the improve¬ 
ments made in live stock and all 
farm produces—and attributed 
this mostly to the efforts of the! 
Society. A grant would be money 
well spent. The Society was prac¬ 
tically out of debt, and a grant 
being borne by all tax-payers 
alike would come back to the dis¬ 
trict indirectly. Mr. Jjang said 
that although he was there to 
press for economy he was in fav¬ 
or of giving assistance to the So¬ 
ciety by way of increasing the 
grant from $100 to $200 and re¬ 
ducing the cost of weed inspec¬ 
tion by $100. Clr Tunney thought 
the destruction of weeds was 
more important than the Society. 
Clr. McCluskey asked if the So-1 
eiety could not operate without 
assistance now. Mr. Pitman stat¬ 
ed that it was impossible to carry 
on without assistance. Dr. Fol¬ 
kins explained how many items 
had been cut down—donations 
were not satisfactory—and that 
a grant would be spread over the 
whole of the community. 

Clr. McCluskey said this was 
jiot practicing economy. Mr. 
repeated that he was not 
back on his idea of prac¬ 
ticing economy. Dr. Folkins stat¬ 
ed that education as to weeds 
would tend to prevention and 
prevention was better than cure 
Mr. Cahill suggested that there 
should be one weed inspector 
centrally located and that rate¬ 
payers should turn, in their re¬ 
ports to him. Mr. McCluskey 
stated that this had been tried 
out in the neighbouring M.D., 
hut had hot been found to be a 
success. Mr. Foreman suggested

JAIL POPULATION 


A considerable decrease in the 
numbers of those confined in the 
two Provincial Jails is shown in 
the report of these institutions 
for 1923. The daily average in the 
Fort Saskatchewan Jail during 
that year was 184 compared with 
232 in 1922, and the daily aver¬ 
age of 1923 in the Lethbridge Jail 
was 110 compared with 122 in 
1922. The jail farm at Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan produced 13,800 bush¬ 
els of grain during the year and 
the farm at Lethbridge produced 
17,000 bushels of grain.

A unique record of Canadian rail¬ 
way pioneer engineers isembodied 
in a photograph taken in Vancouver 
recently of three prominent members 
of the profession whose record for con¬ 
tinued service in the survey and con¬ 
struction of railways is possibly 
without parallel. They are—reading 
from left to right, H. J. Cambie, 
M.E.I.C., eighty-seven years of age; 
T. H. White, M.E.I.C., seventy-six 
years of age; and J. H. Kennedy, 
M.E.I.C., seventy-two years of age. 
They are all resident in Vancouver. 

Each has been identified with one 
of the three great transcontinental 
railroads now operating in British 
Columbia, as chief engineer on the 
location and construction of the 
original main lines within the Prov¬ 
ince, pioneered through the wilder¬ 
ness of mountains, canyons, forests 
and plains by feats of engineering 
skill and perseverance not surpassed 
and scarcely equalled in any other 
part of the world. Each one is en¬ 
joying excellent health, and occupies 
the very highest place in the respect 
and esteem of the members of the 
engineering profession together with 
the general public. Another very 
interesting coincidence lies in the 
tact that each one possesses the appa¬ 
rently magic name “Henry”. 

Henry John Cambie, M.E.I.C., 
was born on October 25th, 1836, in 
County Tipperary, Ireland. He had 
charge of the location of the present 
main line of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway from the Coast to Griffin 
Lake, and was chief engineer of the 
world-famous construction through 
the Fraser Canyon from Yale to 
1 ytton, and also the construction of 
the section from Savona Ferry to 
Shuswap Lake. 

Mr. Cambie has been continuously 
associated with the Canadian Pacific 
Railway and fts predecessor, the 
Government Railway, for sixty-eight 
years. His name is perpetuated by 
the station on the Canadian Pacific, 
Cambie, on the giant loop below 


Glacier. Mr. Cambie explored, sur¬ 
veyed and planned the whole course 
of the Canadian Pacific through a 
large section of the province of Brit¬ 
ish Columbia, and under his direct 
supervision the part that runs 
through the canyons of the Frasei 
was built. At the age of eighty- 
seven he is still hale and hearty, 
enjoying the love and esteem of his 
fellow men. 

Thomas Henry White, M.E.I.C., 
was born on January 27th, 1848, at 
St. Thomas, Ontario. He was chief 
engineer of the location and construc¬ 
tion of the present main line from the 
Yellowhead Pass, down the North 
Thompson and Fraser Canyons to 
New Westminster. It is interesting 
to note that he was Mr. Cambie’s 
right-hand assistant during the work 
in the Fraser Canyon. 

_ Mr. White has always been popular 
with his fellow engineers, being noted 
for abundant good nature, keen sense 
of humour, and an absolute fairness 
in all his associations. 

James Henry Kennedy, M.E.I.C., 
was born on March 3rd, 1348, in 
Carleton County, Ontario. He had 
charge of the location of the main 
line in British Columbia, under the 
Vancouver, Victoria and Eastern Rail¬ 
way charter, from Laurier to the 
Coast. As chief engineer, he built the 
first section in the Province, from 
Laurier to Grand Forks, through the 
Kettle Valley country and afterwards 
constructed the longer section from 
Chopaka to Brookmere, through the 
difficult Similkameen and Tulameen 
Valleys. , 

The complete record of the life- 
work of each of these pioneer rail¬ 
roaders is full of interesting reminis¬ 
cence, and the monuments of their 
handiwork are to be seen in practically 
every province of the Dominion. 
Although British Columbians take 
great pride in the achievements of 
these men, they nevertheless feel that 
they belong to Canada, from coast to 
coast.

ground by the ramification of their 
roots for the new tvse seedlings. 

The object in preparing the soil for 
planting trees should be to loosen it 
uj) to as great a depth as possible by 
by plowing, trenching or digging. This 
i 3 more necessary in clay land than 
light loam, to enable the roots to 
spread, to admit air to the soil and 
to allow of. the free circulation of 
moisture. Old land which has been 
cropped and deeply plowed is most 
satisfactory. 

To avoid disappointment do not 
plant trees if ground is not proper¬ 
ly prepared. Trees generally do not 
grow to advantage in a very wet or 
a very dry soil, although a few var¬ 
ieties may do fairly well under such 
conditions. A soil moderately and 
uniformity moist throughout, well 
drained and porous so that the roots 
may descend and have access to water 
stored at lower depths. In such a soil, 
rapid and satisfactory development 
would result. 

The natural agents controlling the 
growth of trees as well as all other 
plant life are sunshine |heat), air and 
moisture. Of sunshine there i» 
abundance, causing rapid evaporation, 
of moisture from the soil, great loss 
by transpiration through the leaves 
which is very hard on young trees, 
especially conifers (evergreens). They 
require considerable shade in the early 
stage of their existence. The supply 
of moisture derived from rain and 
snow is generally Inspfficient and re¬ 
quires to be conserved; by shading 
and frequent shallow cultivation. 

To provide shade and prebent'rapid 
evaporation mixed planting of trees 
leaves and the habit of blanching near 
the ground, such as laurel willows 


should be planted with the smaller 
kinds as white birch and evergreens. 

The choice of varieties suitable to 
any district is limited by climatic con¬ 
ditions and the amount of protection 
which can be afforded them. Of the 
native varieties available as hedges 
to protect less hardy kinds and which 
ought to be more generally used are 
the Balm of Gilead (Black Poplar). 
Black Spruce. Choke Cherries, and the 
common Wolf Willow (which is not a 
willow, but a member of the Olive 
family) a beautiful and fragrant shrub 
deserving of more attention than it 
has hitherto received. 

Other varieties, not native, but 
hardy in this district and which can 
be recommended are Russian I.aurel 
Willow. Caragana, Soft Maple, Scotch 
Pine. Norway Spruce and Jack Pine. 

Good root system and proper plant¬ 
ing are factors which require special 
atention if any degree of success is 
to be attained; and this brings us to 
consideration of the question of the 
advantage of nursery grown stock 
over collected stock, (trees dug up 
in the woods or bluffs), adso the right 
size of pants to use. 

Nursery stock is grown in the open 
and every attention given to the de¬ 
velopment of a good compact root 
system is easy to plant, suffers less 
from transplanting, and therefore es¬ 
tablishes itself more readily in its new 
situation than collected stock; which 
has had the protection and shade of 
other trees, has a long straggling root 
system, many of them damaged in the 
lifting. They are more difficult to 
plant, do not take root readily, con¬ 
sequently a large percestage of them 
die, and others have a stunted growth 
for a long time. , 

Where good nursery stock can be 
obtained it is always preferable to col¬ 
lected stock. 

Many people who get the notion of 
transpanting a few trees decide to 
begin with saplings, from four to Six 
feet in height to make uo for lost 
rime, and have a good show at once. 
Nothing could he more disappointing 
In the first place they are very dif¬ 
ficult to plant properly. The shock of 
removal to a large plant is much 
greater than to a small one, and they 
are shaken to the roots with every 
wind that bows unless carefully stak¬ 
ed and ties, and have a very

moving 

making a y chaped hole of sufficient 
depth for the roots to go straight 
down without doubling. Place a 
plant in the hole and in line, at least 
one inch deeper than it had been 
in the nursery. Place the 
spade about four inches in front of 
the hole and push it down so that the 
point will reach the bottom of the V. 
hen with the back of the spade press 
the soil firmly about the roots; this 
should he done thoroughly so that no 
air spaces are left around them. The 
best results are obtained when a man 
and boy work together, the one pre 
paring the planting holes and the 
ether setting the plants and packing 
the soil about them. 

When planting has been finished, 
cultivate 

til a fine mulch has been attained. 
Ketp up the cultivation to conserbe 
moisturg and encourage good growth 
until about the middle of July when 
it should be discontinued to allow the 
new wood to ripen before sebere fall 
frosts occur. 

In order to conserve moisture, keep 
down weeds and particularly grass, 
hwich if once established will ulti 
mately kill the trees. Frequent hoe¬ 
ing and cultivating must be kept up 
until tbjg trees have attained suffi¬ 
cient size to shade he ground, when 
he growh of weeds will he less rouble- 
seme. 


Trees once 'planted are generally 
permanent fixtures, whether planted 
as a yindbreak. shelter or yod lot. 
Therefore the selestion of a location 
is a matter for previous and careful 
consideration. Open prairie land from 
long exposure to sun, wind, rain and 
the trampling of animals has become 
so hardened and impenetrable as to 
exclude air and moisture unless from 
the upper surface which is generally 
covered with a tough grass sod from 
which moisture transpires rapidly. 

Under these conditions, so unfavor¬ 
able to the growth of trees it is not 
surprising to find great areas with¬ 
out them. On the other hand it is 
only natural to find trees growing on 
land which had been previously cov¬ 
ered with small bushes, affording 
shade, moisture and protection for 
stray seeds anil also preparing the

Healthy one or two year old seed¬ 
lings generally will give more satis- 
They have the right Toot system, are 
easy to plant, suffer less from high 
winds and the change of situation and 
with reasonable care will [give the 
best results. 

Nursery stock which has been car¬ 
ried by freight or express for a con¬ 
siderable distance is put up in lightly 
tied bundles of from 50 to 100 plants 
and sometimes arrives in a dried out 
or mouldy condition. Immediately 
on its arrival the bundles should be 
openel up and the plants heeled in un¬ 
til they can be planted. 

A windbreak or shelter belt may be 
of any shape, regular or irregular to 
suit various situations but the trees 
should always be planted in straight 
rows four feet apart, and the trees 
four feet apart in the rows, wrich 
makes it possible to use a horse cul¬ 
tivator in any direction. 

The best time to plant is in the 
spring just as soon as the frost is out 
of the ground for the planting season 
is very short and it is risky to plant 
after the leaves begin to appear. 

Where the ground has been well 
worked and loose to a considerable 
depth the best implement for use in 
planting is a common spade. 

Take a pail about one third full of 
water, add earth enough to make into 
thin mud. Place a bundle of plants 
in the pail and see that all the roots 
are covered. It is important that the 
fine hairlike roots which collect mois¬ 
ture and food for the superstructure 
of the plant should not be exposed to 
the sun or wind as they dry very 
quickly and are rendered useless. In 
this respect too much care cannot he 
taken with conifers which if exposed ]
